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Idea F'or The Ohio Bench 


Belief that Ohio’s judicial system is 
overdue for overhaul has generated dis­ 
content within the legal fraternity for more 
than three decades. Ohioans can expect 
to hear about it in the coming year. 
Lawyers and lawmakers are dusting off 
old proposals and adding some new ones 
which they hope the 108th General As­ 
sembly will wrap into a proposed consti­ 
tutional amendment next year. 
A between-sessions judicial administra­ 
tion study involves many facets of the 
court system, including a bewhiskered 
but appealing plan for “taking judges out 
of politics.” 


THIS PROPOSAL would permit the gov­ 
ernor to appoint Supreme Court and Ap­ 
peals Court judges from candidates rec­ 
ommended by a 10-member, nonpartisan 
‘judicial commission composed of lawyers 
.and laymen. 
I This appointive system also would be 
available 
to 
counties, 
through 
local 
option. 
After a six-year term, a judge would 
Stand for re-election by the people. He 
’would be running against his record only, 
and voters would decide his future on the 
.bench by a Yes or No vote. If a judge 
'w ere voted out, a replacement would be 
.'appointed from the choice list. 
! 
There is obvious merit to the proposal, 
but it wouldn’t be easy to sell. Ohio voters 
rejected a similar proposal by more than 
a 2-1 vote in 1937, Mid the legislature re­ 
cused to place the question on the ballot 
; again only last year. 


TO SELL THE plan, proponents would 
• have to overcome the opposition of some 
attorneys who regard it as a barrier to 
their own plans for judicial service. 
They know they stand a better chance 
of being elected by people who don’t know 


them than they do of being nominated by 
colleagues who know them too well. 
Proponents would have to convince the 
people that election of judges is a “right” 
the electorate is ill-equipped to exercise 
and voters, therefore, should not be ex­ 
pected to pass judgment on the special 
qualities needed for judicial competence. 
When you consider, however, that near­ 
ly half our state court judges are serving 
by appointment now, the proposal doesn't 
sound so drastic. 
If there is any doubt about the work­ 
ability of such a plan, Ohioans need only 
look to Missouri which “ borrowed” the 
idea from an Ohio discussion in the 1920s 
and has kept it in force ever since. 


Business Initiative 


Some advice for businessmen of the 
Tri - State District and rest of the nation 
has been offered by an Iowa manufac­ 
turer chosen this week as the “Small 
Businessman of the Year.” 
Berkley W. Bedell, 43, of Spirit Lake, 
whose firm produces fishing and m arine 
equipment, suggests that the small busi­ 
nessman “realize the opportunity t h a t 
exists in America; not be afraid, do not 
underestimate the possibilities for busi­ 
ness.” 
There are some area men who have 
shown just the awareness and energy 
which earned for Mr. Bedell his new hon- / 
or, presented by the advisory council of 
the Small Business Administration. 
Few people not in business are familiar 
with the competition and complex prob­ 
lems which beset the small manufacturer, 
merchant and others. 
But it is all the more important t h a t 
these men, engrossed in the details of 
their operations, remain imaginative and 
continue their initiative to help themselves 
and to spur their communities. 


Part Of The Challenges 


One byproduct of the anti-poverty pro­ 
gram already is evident, though the ma­ 
chinery of the program is not in existence. 
The country’s general knowledge about 
poverty is being enriched. 
A report circulated in the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Labor shows how this is going to 
come about. It describes a project by Vir­ 
ginia State College to retrain IOO un­ 
skilled, unemployed Negro men—typical 
cases of hard-core unemployment. 
The project is being regarded as suc­ 
cessful, insofar as it was carried through 
for an entire year, without the aid of 
federal interest or the intensive publicity 
that accompanied the Johnson administra­ 
tion’s program. 
But the complications growing out of it 
were endless and monumental, confirm­ 
ing the conception that poverty Is com­ 
monly an affliction of persons least equip­ 
ped for coping with life’s problems. 
People who didn’t learn to read and 


write when their minds were malleable 
are that much more difficult to teach 
when their minds are less receptive. 
People with no skill to sell in the job 
market proved to be people with no skill 
to rely on in the classroom. People who 
never had pulled themselves to a higher 
level of learning and living were reluctant 
to be pulled by others. 
When finally they were “retrained”— 
taught after a fashion to do what they 
hadn’t learned to do the first time—em­ 
ployers looked at them critically, especial­ 
ly if they had been in trouble with the 
law. Furthermore, the practice of judging 
applicants by their 
records 
proved 
a 
handicap. "Die trainees had no records to 
show. 
Poverty is a challenge. Part of the 
challenge is going to be to learn enough 
about it to abandon the notion that spend­ 
ing m o n e y can get rid of human 
inadequacy. 


Third Possibility 


A problem that never has been solved 
la being tackled by the New York City 
police department—how to keep defend­ 
ants from claiming in court that they 
were victims of police brutality. 
The claim Is costliest and most mis­ 
chievous when it is made for the purpose 
of discrediting a confession. Nothing frus­ 
trates police officials more than bringing 
a suspect to the point of signing a con­ 
fession, only to hear later that the suspect 
claims it was brutally beaten out of him 
New York Police Commission Michael 
J. Murphy says he is opposed to creating 
a board of persons from outside the po­ 
lice department to review accusation. A 
three-member board composed of depart­ 
ment personnel exists now.

SEN. GOLDWATER discussed 
the pending civil rights bill, and 
pointed out that too many mem­ 
bers of Congress are confusing 
civil rights and states rights.

He emphasized that the states 
have the right to deal with pub­ 
lic accommodations and that 31 
out of the 50 states have already 
done so.

“The same thing applies to 
F a i r Employment Practices 
Commission. This is a preroga­ 
tive of a state, and I would 
like to see the states do this. It 
is their right and the federal 
government should not take it. 
“ I mentioned earlier that I 
had changed my opinion on the 
states’ retaining the r i g h t to 
control elementary education, 
even in the face off a court or­ 
der.

Kill him,” shouted a mob 
of whites outside a bar where 
a Negro was being questioned 
about the hotdup murder of a 
white bartender. 
The victim was the third white 
man attacked by Negroes near 
the western edge of Harlem in 
five days. 
Police had to call in reinforce­ 
ments Tuesday night to push 
through the mob to a patrol car 
with the Negro. They said early 
today that the man, 
Alonzo 
Cook. 20, of Harlem, had ad­ 
mitted the shooting. 
He was booked on a charge 
of homicide.

Gerald Esmond, 55, was talking 
to a lone customer when the 
gunman entered and said, “ Give 
me your money.” 
“ Are you kidding?” Esmond 
asked, and was shot twice. The 
gunman grabbed $40 from the 
cash register and fled, pursued | 
by the customer. 
Police arrested Cook 
after 
they found him in bushes in a 
church yard. 
Esmond, married and the fath­ 
er of one, was well-known in the 
Vinegar Hill section of Manhat­ 
tan’s upper West Side, a pre­ 
dominantly white neighborhood. 
A crowd gathered at the bar at 
3299 Broadway and the noisiest 
rattled and pounded on the door, 
shouting for a lynching. 
Last Friday night, L. Carroll 
Adams, 56, a professor of phy­

University, was attacked and 
robbed of $70 by about 20 teen­ 
age Negroes. 
Adams was attacked at 120th 
Street and Riverside Drive aft­ 
er he left a Peace Corps meet­ 
ing.

The next day Prof. John Haz­ 
ard, 55, of Columbia Law School 
was attacked by five Negro 
teen-agers at Morningside Drive 
and 113th Street.

When a president says in writ­ 
ing he’s too disabled to carry 
out his job. the vice president 
would become acting president 
until the president declared his 
disability ended. 
If the president didn’t make 
his disability known, the vice 
president with approval by a 
majority of the Cabinet could 
declare the president disabled 
and assume the powers and 
duties but not the office of pres­ 
ident. 
lf the president disputed this 
act of his vice president and 
Cabinet, Congress would have to 
decide by a two-thirds vote of 
both houses for the vice presi­ 
dent to continue as acting pres­ 
ident. Otherwise, the president 
would resume his powers and 
duties.

U.S.’Soviet 
Consular Pact 
Announced 
WASHINGTON (AP)-Presi- 
dent Johnson announced today 
an historic consular treaty with 
the Soviet Union and termed the 
event “a significant step” in 
building understanding between 
the A m e r i c a n and Soviet 
peoples. 
The treaty, announced simul­ 
taneously in Washington and 
Moscow, will provide for the 
opening of consular offices in 
the two countries. It is the first 
treaty ever negotiated between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 
Johnson, citing the advan­ 
tages which he expects this 
country to receive as a result 
of the agreement, said that 
when the treaty takes effect 
“Americans detained in the So­ 
viet Union for any reasons will 
be assured of access without de­ 
lay to American consular offi­ 
cials.” 
George Reedy, White House 
press secretary, 
was asked 
whether this would apply to any 
Americans who might be ar­ 
rested on espionage charges. 
“The statement says ‘for any 
reasons,’” Reedy replied. 
Johnson said the agreement, 
which must be ratified by the 
Senate before it can take effect, 
will be signed in Moscow on 
June I. 
Foy Kohler, U.S. ambassador 
in Moscow, will sign for the 
United States. Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko is ex­ 
pected to sign for Russia. 
In announcing the completion 
of lengthy negotiations on the 
agreement. Johnson hailed the 
treaty as “a significant step in 
our continuing efforts to in­ 
crease contacts and understand­ 
ing between the American peo­ 
ple and the peoples of the Soviet 
Union.”

Think of all 
the mothers and fathers w h o 
have lavished luxuries on their 
children often at great personal 
sacrifice only to find these chil­ 
dren growing more selfish and 
ungrateful to them. 
As a rule, the more sacrifices 
a parent makes for a child, oth­ 
er than for his needs for phy­ 
sical and moral welfare, t h e 
less grateful to his parents this 
child will grow to be. 
The 
following letter 
comes 
from a mother of Long Island. 
New York: “How does a par­ 
ent deal with a child who never 
seems happy with what he has 
—always is one step ahead of 
you with what he wants? 


“ WE HAVE two children—one 
nine, and the other twelve—the 
older boy is the one of whom I 
speak. 
“ If we take him bowling, he 
wants to go on to dinner in a 
restaurant; if we eat out, he 
then suggests a movie, and so 
on and so on. 
“ If he and his brother are 
permitted to select a toy each 
—he will pick out something 
and then come home and play 
with his brother’s toy. He gets 
an allowance but his desires far 
exceed what he can afford to 
buy. He can't accumulate mon­ 
ey because he always has a 
long list of things he wants. 
“ He is basically a good boy 
but just once I'd like to hear 
him say—‘Thanks, Mom a n d 
Dad, I had a wonderful time' 
(and no request for anything 
more).” 
My reply in part. 
My guess is that in your zeal 
to be kind and generous with 


your children you have given 
them far too much. No matter 
how much money you have, 
your children should learn that 
there are limits to how much 
may be spent for their pleasur­ 
es. No doubt your older son has 
learned that if he brings pres­ 
sures on you at the right time 
he can make you do more and 
more things for his gratifica­ 
tion. 


YOU SAY HE has an allow­ 
ance but, obviously, you have 
not trained him to keep within 
his means. 
Nor has he been trained to 
adapt himself to a somewhat 
budgeted plan for the family, 
as when you take him bowling. 
Before the family goes on such 
an outing, 
you should make 
clear beforehand the program 
for the evening; whether, for 
instance, you all will go directly 
home or have dinner out, or a 
movie or both; and then stick 
to this program. 
Chances are that the b o y 
keeps asking you for e x t r a 
money to spend while you are 
all out tor the evening. Y o u 
should have ti dined him 
to 
spend only from his allowance 
then. 
Some mothers, taking a child 
with them for food shopping, 
may find him demanding o n e 
thing after another. These moth­ 
ers should make clear to the 
child before leaving home that 
no extras — or perhaps j u s t 
one—would be bought for him. 


EVEN ALWAYS having one 
special purchase made for him 
could cultivate a nuisance hab­ 
it in him, especially if it is for 
I sweets. When a child k e e p s 
'pressing you for more luxuries 
which you grant him even grud- 


j gingly, he not only increases his 
demands, but your relationships 
with him may become more ir­ 
ritable. This is the way a n y 
.child may continue to grow less 
and less grateful lo you and 
more and more selfish in gen- 
; eral.

(AP) — Oklahoma Democrats 
Tuesday night tapped Fred Har­ 
ris, a 33-year-old attorney, as 
their man to tackle the pride of 
the Republicans — ex - football 
coach Bud Wilkinson — for the 
U.S. Senate. 
Harris 
swamped 
incumbent 
Sen. 
J. 
Howard 
Edmondson, 
whose meteoric rise in politics 
was cut short by sudden and 
overwhelming defeat. 
Even more surprising was the 
victory of under-aged Jed John­ 
son over 6th District Rep. Vic­ 
tor Wickersham, an 18-year vet­ 
eran of the lower chamber. The 
minimum age for a congress­ 
man is 25—and Johnson won t 
be that old until December. 
Harris received 270.928 vote 
to 172.785 for Edmondson with 
all but a handful of the state’s 
3,044 precincts still out. 
Johnson, who just barely won 
a runoff spot against Wicker­ 
sham after the May 5 primary, 
had 42,185 votes to 40,973 for 
Wickersham with all precincts 
reported. 
Harris’ stunning triumph was 
the climax to a bitter campaign. 
Wilkinson, 
the 
Republican 
glamour candidate who turned 
to politics from a career as Ok­ 
lahoma football 
coach, 
com­ 
mented after Harris’ victory 
that he hopes for a fall cam­ 
paign based on issues rather 
than personalities. 
Harris, a state senator and 
Lawton attorney, ran 5th in a 
field of 12 for the Democratic 
nomination for governor in 1962 
Edmondson's defeat in the 
Senate race was almost as great 
as his victory when he was 
elected governor in 1958. He re­ 
signed about a week before his 
term was to expire to accept a 
two - year appointment to the 
Senate after the death of Rob­ 
ert S. Kerr. 
It is the final two years of 
Kerr’s term which is involved 
in the current campaign. 
Harris carried 74 of Okla­ 
homa’s 77 counties, missing out 
by only eight votes in Edmond­ 
son's home county, Muskogee, 
and in Cherokee and Adair 
counties. 
Harris won the endorsement 
of Sen. Kerr’s widow. The Kerr 
Senate staff formed the core of 
his campaign organization.

A frenzied push for the exit 
g ates beg an, but four of the sev­ 
en at the north end of the stadi­ 
um were locked. Body upon

MONTEVIDEO, 
Uruguay 
(AP)—The referee at the disas­ 
trous soccer game in Peru is 
mourning at home with his wife 
and two daughters for a week. 
“Then I want to see my 
priest,” 
said Angel Eduardo 
Pazos. “I want to be sure the 
fault wasn't mine, like some 
Lima newspapers are saying. It 
has been so terrible. 
“But I will remain a referee,” 
added Pazos, 3S, a metal work­ 
er who officiates 
at 
soccer 
games in his spare time. 
Argentina's team was leading 
Peru’s 1-0 in the pre-Olympic 
game in Lima Sunday when Pa­ 
zos disalowed a Peruvian score 
because a Peruvian player had 
committed a foul. A spectator 
jumped onto the field and ran 
toward Pazos. 
Police dragged the man off, 
but other fans poured onto the 
field and Pazos called off the 
game. Rioting began. 
“The police had to use tear 
gas because the water hoses 
didn't work,” Pazos said. 
A frenzied push for the exit 
gates began, but four of the sev­ 
en at the north end of the stadi­ 
um were locked. Body upon 
body was crushed against the 


barriers. Those who fainted or 
stumbled were trampled. There 
were 328 dead and hundreds 
more 
injured — the 
sports 
world's greatest tragedy. 
Peruvian authorities disclosed 
Tuesday that three of the dead 
were policemen killed by the 
mob. Rioters strangled a ser­ 
geant with his own necktie. An 
officer who tried to save him 
was thrown from the stadium 
wall to his death 50 feet below. 
A third policeman was thrown 
into the path of stampeding 
spectators and was trampled. 
Pazos said he couldn't under­ 
stand why the stadium gates 
were closed. 
“Fifteen minutes before the 
game was to end, the gates to 
the stadium were open,” he 
said. “Then they were closed. 
This doesn’t make sense.” 
Crying as he talked, Pazos 
said, “I was correct in my call. 
There was no mistake. I called 
the game by the rules.” 
“An excellent referee, an all- 
around athlete, one hundred per 
cent honest,” said the Monte­ 
video newspaper El Pais.

Jack Scbreiber of Canfield, a 
member of the AMA’s Speak­ 
ers’ Bureau, asserted. 
He explained the King-Ander- 
ann Bill is a proposal w h i c h 
would provide certain limited 
hospital and nursing home care 
benefits to everyone over the 
age of 65, financed by a new, 
double payroll tax levied under 
the Social Security program. It 
would be controlled by the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
The cost for a man who earns 
$1(10 a week, the average wage 
across the country, he said, will 
be $27.50 a year instead of $12 
“ as promised by the President.” 
“ The employer matches t hi s 
cost so that we have a total 
payroll tax of $55 the first year 
•lone—or a 16 per cent increase 
ki taxes,” he said. 
“ Ai)d this is just the begin­ 
ning. The cost of this kind of 
welfare is unlimited, unpredict­ 
able and staggering. I submit 
♦ hat we can’t afford the tariff 


'on the inevitable extension of 
this plan any more than we can 
afford to pick up the grocery bill 
for everybody over 65. Thè So­ 
cial Security Tax is already 
scheduled to go to $14 per cent 
by 1968, and that’s w i t h o u t 
‘fedioare’,” he said. 


DR. SCHREIBER disputed the 
administration's claim that “ re­ 
tired folks in this country are 
poor, and they can’t take care 
of themselves.” 
I 
“ The facts are that w h i l e 
the over-65 group makes up 
about 9 per cent of the total 
population, they receive 8 per 
cent of the nation's income; the 
assets of the retired are twice 
as high as all the rest of the 
people,” he said. Senior citi­ 
zens, he continued, are meeting 
their needs and are able to pro­ 
vide for themselves for the most 
part and are doing so. 
A Canfield physician spoke 
against any change in the set­ 
up of the Social Security 
sys­ 
tem. 


“ What's being proposed in a 
change in the rules. Social Se­ 
curity as it was written in 1935 
and now exists, pays dollars to 
the retired, no strings attached. 
But if the rule changers have 
their way, Social Security will, 
in the future, provide services 
instead of dollars. 


RIGHT NOW it is so - called 
medicai care, but once you’ve 
khanged the basic principle of 
LEE'S# 
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Social Security, you can ma ke 
it food, clothing, shelter, televis­ 
ion sets, or whatever w h i m 
Congress might hold at the mo­ 
ment,” he said. 
Through the Social Security 
mechanism, he said medical 
services would be given to ev­ 
erybody, every man and woman 
65 and over, covered or not by 
Social Security, those who are 
wealthy, those who are poo r. 
those who need help and those 
who are self - supporting. 
“ For the first time in the his­ 
tory of this country, we’re toy­ 
ing with the idea of providing 
a welfare program to everybody 
on the sole basis that he’s had 
a birthday rather than the fact 
that he needs help,” Dr. Schreib- 
er declared. 
He asked: “ Is it in keeping 
with our way of government to 
tax one segment of the popula­ 
tion to provide ‘free anything' 
to another segment — especial­ 
ly when this free anything’ is 
unearned?” 


“ WE F E E L strongly that the 
quality of medical care will de­ 
teriorate under a politically - 
controlled, federally financed, 
compulsory 
s c h e m e 
which 
places supreme importance on 
the cost rather than the quality 
of medical care.” he »aid. He 
added that according to 39 con­ 
gressional polls, the feeling is 
running 2-to-l 
against 
“ fedi­ 
oare.” 
“ This proposal has been im­ 
properly called ‘M e d i c a r e . ’ 
when this isn’t medical care at 
all. it’s institutional care. King- 
Anderson doesn’t pay the doc­ 
tor. doesn't provide for drugs 
purchased at the comer drug­ 
store, or pay for eyeglasses, 
false teeth or hearing aids, or 
appliances or things which the 
older person needs most,” he 
asserted. 


DR. SCHREIBER »aid “ as a 
matter of record, ‘fedioare’ cov­ 
ers only about 25 per cent of 
all health care needs.” 
Pointing out the King-Ander- 
son Bill would start off with a 
$35 billion debt, Dr. Scbreiber 
said the working man under 65 is 
going to have to help pay off 
the debt while the 18 million 
people now 65 and over won’t 
pay or» nickle in taxes towards 
their own health care. 
“ Besides this, our working 
man has also to pay Increased 
taxes to provide for those reach­ 
ing 65 before he does, and all 
the while, for the next 2 0 years, 
he must pay on the bouse, car, 
television and raise and educate 
his children and pay for his own 
and his family’s health care.” 


“ W ILL HE benefit? All he has 
is a promise — no guarantee — 
just a promise that when he 
reaches 65. he will get his, that 
is if his children and grand­ 
children are willing and able to 
pay the tax. which by then may 
well have reached the level it 
has in many European coun­ 
tries, 35 to 40 per cent of the 
payroll dollar.” 
President of the Mahoning 
County Medical Society, t h e 
speaker said the real issue isn’t 
medical care or no m e d i c a 
care for the aged citizens, but 
is one of “ centralization of gov­ 
ernment.” 
Implying it would lead to so­ 
cialized medicine, he said, “ The 
No. 1 question of our day is 
how much government is t o o 
much.” “ Someone once said. 
“ ‘too little government and 
your neighbor steals your straw­ 
berries, too much government 
and the government steals your 
strawberries’.” 


DR. SCHREIBER spoke In 
support of the Kerr-Mills Law. 
which enables t h e individual 
states to guarantee to e v e r y 
aged American who needs help 
the health care he requires. It 
was passed by the Congress in 
1960 and is financed by federal- 
state matching funds. The lawi 
is working in 41 states and four 
jurisdictions and ready to go 
into another two states by July, 
the physician said. 
Concluding, Dr. Schreiber said 
the issue “ isn’t are we going to 
provide medical care to t h e 
aged, but rather it’s are we go­ 
ing to preserve our individual 
freedom?” He asked club mem­ 
bers to apply Rotary’s four-way 
test to the King-Anderson Bill 
and learn about the facts. 
Dr. Schreiber, an amateur 
magician, used several magic 
acts to illustrate his points dur­ 
ing the address. He was intro­ 
duced by Dr. C. A. Gerace, pro­ 
gram chairman. Ralph A. Fin­ 
ley, president, presided. There 
were several visitors, including 
local physicians.

He explained the King-Ander­ 
son Bill is a proposal w h i c h 
would provide certain limited 
hospital and nursing home care 
benefits to everyone over the 
age of 65, financed by a new, 
double payroll tax levied under 
the Social Security program. It 
would be controlled by the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
The coat for a man who earns 
IIM a week, the average wage 
acmes the country, he said, will 
be $27.50 a year instead of $12 
“as promised by the President.” 
'The employer matches t h i s 
cost so that we have a total 
payroll tex of $55 the fink year 
alone—or a lf per cent increase 
in taxes,” he said. 
“And this is just tee begin­ 
ning. The cost of this kind of 
welfare is unlimited, unpredict­ 
able and staggering. I submit 
that we can’t afford the tariff 


un tee inevitable extension of 
this plan any more than we can 
afford to pick up tee grocery bill 
for everybody over 65. The So­ 
cial Security Tax is already 
scheduled to go to $V« per cent 
by 196$, and th eft w i t h o u t 
‘fedioare’,” he said. 


DR. SCHREIBER disputed the 
administration’s claim that “re­ 
tired folks in this country are 
porn*, and they can’t take care 
of themselves.” 
“The facts are that w h i l e 
the over-65 group makes up 
about I per cent of the total 
population, they receive I per 
cent of the nation’s income; the 
assets of the retired are twice 
as high as all the rest of the 
people,“ he said. Senior citi­ 
zens, he continued, are meeting 
their needs and are able to pro­ 
vide for themselves for the most 
part and are doing so. 
A Canfield physician spoke 
against any change in the set­ 
up of the Social Security sys­ 
tem. 
“Whafs being proposed in a 
changa in the rules. Social Se­ 
curity as H was written in 1935 
and now exists, pays dollars to 
the retired, ne strings attached. 
But if the rule changers have 
their way, Social Security will, 
in the future, provide services 
instead of dollars.

Through the Social Security 
mechanism, he said medical 
services would be given to ev­ 
erybody, every man and woman 
65 and over, covered or not by 
Social Security, those who are 
wealthy, those who are p o o r , 
those who need help and those 
who are self • supporting. 
“For the first time in the his­ 
tory of this country, we’re toy­ 
ing with the idea of providing 
a welfare program to everybody 
on the sole basis that he’s had 
a birthday rather than the fact 
that he needs help,” Dr. Schreib­ 
er declared. 
He asked: “Is it in keeping 
with our way of government to 
tax one segment of the popula­ 
tion to provide ‘free anything' 
to another segment — especial­ 
ly when this ‘free anything’ is 
unearned?” 


“WE FEEL strongly teat tee 
quality of medical care will de­ 
teriorate under a politically - 
controlled, federally financed, 
compulsory s c h e m e which 
placM supreme importance on 
tee cost rather than tee quality 
of medical care,” he saki. He 
added that according to 39 con- 
grcaaional polls, tee feeling is 
running 2-to-l agaimt “fedi­ 
oare.” 
“This proposal has been im­ 
properly called ' M e d i c a r e , ' 
when this isn’t medical care at 
all, it’s institutional care. King- 
Anderson doesn’t pay the doc­ 
tor, doesn't provide for drugs 
purchased at the corner drug­ 
store, or pay for eyeglasses, 
false teeth or hearing aids, or 
appliances or things which the 
older person needs most,” he 
asserted. 


DR. SCHREIBER said “as a 
matter of record, ‘fecHcare’ cov­ 
ers only about 25 pmr cant of 
all health Caro needs ” 
Pointing out the King-Ander- 
son Bill would start off with a 
$35 billion debt. Dr. Schreiber 
said the working man under $5 Is 
going to have to help pay off 
tee debt while tee It million 
people now 66 and over won’t 
pay one nickle in taxes towards 
their own health care. 
“Besides this, our working 
man has also to pay Inoroased 
taxes to provide for those reach­ 
ing 65 before he does, and all 
the while, for tee next 26 years, 
he must pay on the house, cor, 
television and raise and educate 
his children and pay for his own 
and his family's health care.” 


“WILL HE benefit? All he has 
is a promise — no guarantee — 
just a promise that when he 
reaches 65. he will get his. that 
is if his children and grand­ 
children are willing and able to 
pay tee tex, which by teen may 
well have reached tee level it 
has in many European coun­ 
tries, 35 to 40 per cent of the 
payroll dollar.” 
President of the Mahoning 
County Medical Society, t h e 
speaker said the real issue ian’t 
medical care or no m e d i c a l 
care for the aged citizens, but 
is one of “centralization of gov­ 
ernment.”

“ ‘too little government a n d 
your neighbor steals your straw-1 
berries, too much government 
and the government steals your 
strawberries’.” 


DR. SCHREIBER spoke In 
support of the Kerr-Miils Law. 
which enables t h e individual 
states to guarantee to e v e r y 
aged American who needs help 
the health care he requires. It 
was passed by the Congress in j 
1960 and is financed by federal-1 
state matching funds. The law 
is working in 41 states and four 
jurisdictions and ready to go 
into another two states by July, 
the physician said. 
Concluding, Dr. Schreiber said 
the issue "isn t are we going to 
provide medical care to t h e 
aged, but rather it's are we go­ 
ing to preserve our individual 
freedom?” He asked club mem­ 
bers to apply Rotary's four-way J 
test to the King-Anderson Bill 
and learn about the facts.

Editor Of Magazine Says 


CHICAGO (AP) - The Ameri­ 
can child is being exploited by 
magazine and book publishers 
and the producers of movies 
and television programs, says 
Mrs. Herman Grant, editor of 
the PTA Magazine. 
“These people could do so 
very much for our children,” 
she said in an interview today. 
“The tragic truth is that they 
really do so little.” 
Mrs. Grant spoke out on the 
final day of the 68th annual con­ 
vention of the National Con­ 
gress of Parents and Teachers. 
“The movies have practically 
exhausted every aberration and 
deviation known to mankind,” ! 
she said. 
“The only hopeful 
thing is that Hollywood may 
succeed in making depravity a 
dismal bore. 
“Unfortunately, at the same 
time, they may make a bore 
out of many of the good and 
useful and elevating things in 
life.” 
Mrs. Grant said, “Television,! 
in spite of its frequent promises 
to produce entertaining and in­ 
structive children's programs, 
remains a wasteland—and one 
mined with dangers to children. 
Mrs. Grant noted that many 


magazines have begun recent­ 
ly to feature discussions of 
schools and education. But, she 
said, if “these people were real­ 
ly serious about doing a service 
to children, they would refrain 
from their sensational and often 
misleading titles and editorial 
come-ons, their gimmicks and 
devices that make it evident 
they are less interested in pre­ 
senting fact than in stirring up 
friction.” 
“When they want to increase 
circulation they follow a tried- 
and-true formula. First, they 
put in a reducing diet. If that 
doesn’t do it, they tell the 16 
ways to tease’ a girl s hair. 
“And, if that doesn’t work, 
they can always attack the 
schools.” 
Mrs. Grant leveled the same 
criticism at the publishers of 
many current books.

Blatt Lead 
Up To 791 In 
Senate Bid 


PHILADELPHIA 
— G a n- 
evleve Blatt Tuesday increased 
her lead over Judice Michael 
A. Musmanno for the Democrat­ 
ic nomination to 791 votes, with 
only 962 challenged absentee 
ballots still uncounted. 
Except for the challenges — 
540 in Philadelphia and 422 in 
Lackawanna County — the vote 
is complete throughout the state 
Even 
though the 
primary 
election was on April 28, exact 
ly four weeks ago, neither side 
is conceding defeat until every 
ballot is counted. 
The attack on the legality of 
the absentees was launched by 
Blatt supporters. 
The Philadelphia ballots ware 
impounded after an appeal to 
the State Supreme Court and 
that high tribunal is still con­ 
sidering its course of action. 
The 
contested 
Lackawanna 
ballots ara being checked one 
by one by the county’s com­ 
missioners who took the day off 
from the election dispute to 
handle other routine business. 
Miss Blatt picked up 77 more 
votes today, as Philadalphia 
completed its recount of 3,900 
machines. Since the machine 
retabulation began last week, 
she gained a net of 967 votes, 
wiping out a Musmanno lead of 
165 
Miss Blatt, In the unofficial 
returns the day after Ilia pri­ 
mary, had a lead of over 2,590. 
Michael Byrne, assistant to 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark, who is 
one of Miss Blstt's chief sup­ 
porters, declined to comment 
on the discrepancies that oc­ 
curred in Philadelphia. 
So did Francis Smith, Demo­ 
cratic city chairman, who had 
supported Musmanno for th e 
nomination to oppose Republi­ 
can incumbent Hugh Scott.

ANSWER: The surface of Mars can be seen more clearly 
than that of other planets and it has certain features which 
.suggests that some kind of life may exist. Experts agree 
that Mars has some air around it, although this atmosphere 
is thinner than ours on Earth. Mars is tilted on its axis, giv­ 
ing it seasons something like ours. Its north and south poles 
have white caps when each pole comes into its cold season, 
suggesting they are covered with frost or snow. With spring, 
the white vanishes and dark green patches appear which 
many believe to be some kind of primitive plant such as 
moss. With autumn, these turn brown, as our plants do on 
Earth. A large part of the planet appears red — supposedly 
because of iron oxides. This color gives the planet its name, 
since Mais was the ancient god of war. and the color is red. 
Many astronomers have seen straight lines on Mars which 
have been called "canals,” built to conduct water — others 
say these are simply cracks of different colored rock. 
Although many astronomers think there is plant Ufe of 
some kind, most doubt that intelligent, higher beings can 
exist, because of the very small amount of water and air.
